Man gone ‘broke’—he is usually a 
stowaway becauss he is too lazy or 
too tired to work like other mon. Of 
course, there aré exceptions to the 
tule. Occasionally a stowaway is 
found who is a good workman, or 
seaman, but over whom there comes 
at somewhat Irregular intervals an 
overwhelming “fesire to stow himself 
away on an outgoing liner, just like 
any poor down and outer. 

Ther) was a time when almost 
every ship that berthed in Montreal 
had its complement of unlisted pas- 
sengers. That day is over now, for 
sever6 immigration laws and the 
strict rule of the captains of the big 
trans-Atlantic ships haye ~made the 
life of the stowawcy anything but a 
pleasant one, It’s work, work, work 
all the way over after they are dis- 
covered, then jail In Quebec while the 
ship is up here unloading, then more 
work on the return trip across the 
Atlantic, and that, too, with the pleas- 
ant thought that a private cell is 
awaiting him when the vessel docks 
at home. This gentleman of the sea 
leisure has no particular love for 
jails; he much prefers to roam at 
large anywhere his fancy leads him. 

Sea captaina occasionally will tell 
the story of the stowaway—that is 
when the big ship is safe in port and 
he is somewhat relieved from care. 
Then high up in his little cabin, his 
gold-braided untfoym laid aside, ard 
often old clay pipe dug out from some 
hidden corner of his little home, he 
will spin yarns of the sea. He will 
Swear, if he suspects you are a re- 
porter, that you will never teli the 
story in print, for skippers the world 
over.are a bashful lot. 

Oh’ the stowaways! 
when we used to get four or five 
every trip. Now I have not had one 
for nearly a year. They are trouble- 
some beggars, too. You never’ know 
how to treat them, and few have the 
smallest sense of honor or the faint- 
est idea of how much trouble they 
can make for an officer. 

Some are terribly lazy. 
one time when I was sailing from 
Europe to the tropics. We were just 
well out to sea when five grinning 
gentlemen clambered out of their hid- 
ing places. They lined up before me 
for a little talk. I gave them a cork- 
er, too. After I was tired out with 
the free lectures I gave them I order- 
ed them put to work. Not one of 
them would do that. 

I sent the whole five Into a small 
cabin that was well over the engine 
of tho vessel, and fed them on dry 
bread and all the water that they 
wanted. Still they were stubborn; 
not a minute ,would they work. A} 
day or two later the weather began 
to get warm, ‘That cabin was not so! 
comfortable then. The next day the 
place was like an oven. They cried 
to bo let out of the small quarters, 
but I kept them there another day 
before the door was opened, Work? 
Well, 1 neverbhad. better men on tbe 
ship. They had enough of my treat- 
ment. 

I remember another titie when I 
picked up a stowaway. He was one 
of the best men at sea that I ever 
knew. He was a fine seaman, and 
everybody was sorry for the fellow. 
So when we were nearing shore it 
was suggested to him that he would 
be conferring a great favor on the 
ship if he would escape when we land- 
ed. That was our way of avoiding 
reporting the case to the authorities. 

Well, sir, that same night in New 
York, he got hig leg cut off under a 
car, and’then in the hospital he told 
the whole story of his coming to 
America. I had a lively time with 
the company when they got word 
from the hospital. That was the

the Bible teaches on any subject. 

The effect of all this on the rising 
generation is disastrous, They see 
all ‘denominations 
discredited in pulpit and pew, and 
especially in the colleges, They per- 
ceive that the Bible is classed with 
the creeds, and is claimed to be 
their foundation. This is the alarm- 
ing mistake. The sooner we get ri¢ 
of the creeds of the Dark Ages, the 
better for us. But if we lose the 
Bible, are we not in danger of losing 
all that has tended to steady our 
civilization—the foundation of al) 
our faith and hope beyond the pres- 
ent life? 

The majority of mankind, with 
stroug animal tendencies’ which need 
to be curbed, require an incentive 
for that curbing. Such an incentive 
the Bible gives in its promise of 
everlasting life. But the misstate- 
ment of our creeds is, that all have 
eternal life without the Life-giver, 
aud that the question 
whether we will spend that eternal 
life in joy or in misery. 

This proposition has become 60 
transparently illogical that it is gen- 
érally repudiated. Human justice 
fails to appreciate as justice at all an 
arrangement which would create a 
race with the foreknowledge and 
foreintention that nearly all of that 
race would suffer torture throughout 
eternity. In proportion as that 
theory advocated in the creeds of the 
Dark Ages is still proclaimed, in 
that sume proportion intelligent 
minds repudiate everything, and 
denounce all religious teachings as 
priesteraft. 

The average man. needs 
sage of life and hope 
Gospel holds out for him in the 
future in order to make the trials, 
the discouragements and the  sor- 
rows of the present life endurab!‘e 
and in order that these may operate 
in him, may serve him as lessons in 
character-developmat, 

In Kingston, Jamaica, I learned 
that class distinctions, hatred and 
animosity~are growing, and that the 
ministers of the Christian Churches 
there are having more and more dif- 
ficulty in maintaining an interest in 
religious matters, more and more 
difficulty in securing audiences. Yet 
when my subject was announced, 
indicating a hope beyond the grave, 
Kingston’s largest auditorium was 
packed soid, nearly as many stand- 
ing as had seats, and as many,more 
were turmed away--about four thous- 
and altogether.

* LIGHT WITHOUT HEAT. 


Science Hopes to Produce It by the Aid 
of Chemistry. 

Cold light, produced by chemicals, 
somewhat in imitation of the firefly, is 
not an abandoned failure, but can be 
looked forward to hopefully because of 
recent progress, according to Professor 
In in- 


electric light bulbs or gas mantle 
lights, the greatest amount of light is 
accompanied by the greatest amount 
of heat, and this method of getting 
light is approaching its greatest pos- 
sible efficiency, be believes. Thus the 
most likely way of getting better light 
is to tackle the problem from the other 
end and try to get cold light from 
chemicals, which is what the firefly 
does. 

A vast amount of information Is pll- 
ing up now on the combinations of 
chemicals that will give light when ex- 
cited by other light or heat, for in- 
stance, and from this informatign Pro-

Paper Cannon.

Their caliber is a 
little less than two inches, and the 
pleces are so light that a soldier can 
easily carry one. But the resistance is 
greater than that of a field piece of 
steel of the same caliber. It is not to 
be understood that these paper guns 
sre in any way to replace those made 
of steel. The paper arms are intended 
merely for uses iv situations where ibe 
movement of field artillery worid be 
impracticable. Paper artillery on the 
field of battle seems an extraordinary 
thing, but it is hardly more so than pa- 
per wheels for freight curs on railways 
appeared when they were first intros 
duced of, for that matter, than papet 
water pails were.—New York Tribune.

VACCINATION FOR TYPHOID. 


Claims That Are Made For the Pre- 
ventive Treatment. 

In the American Magazine Dr. Woods 
Hutchinson, writing about vaccination 
for typhoid, says in part: 

“When we remember that typhoid 
fever causes 35,000 deaths and at least 
350,000 cnses of severe illness in the 
United States alone every year and 
that of all our infections it is the one 
most likely to be followed by some per- 
manent damage to either kidneys, 
heart, liver and gall bladder, lungs or 
nervous system it will be seen that 
this comparatively trifling precaution 
is a health insurance—indeed, a life in- 
surance—policy of no small value.

Juvenile Nerves. 

With highly strung children there \s 
often a readiness to pick up nervous 
tricks from their elders.

Acrobats and Jugglers by.Far the Bet- 
ter Trainers 

Training with the average boxer Is 
a joke. ‘n fact they seldom do any 
real training. Even when they are 
making a bluff at it they do a little 
running in the morning, a little shad- 
ow Loxing in the afternoon. Most of 
their so-called training, however, con- 
sists in loafing in the training quart- 
ers and more time is spent in undress- 
ing and dressing than in actuc] work. 
One man who gets around to the 
fighters’ gymnasium once in a while 
timed a fighter who was supposed to 
be trairing hard for a bout. This fel-
